PROFIT HERE AT HOME 
t 
In these years tha t have passed the people of 
this community have been swindled out of thou­ 
sands of dollars—which money left here never to 
.return, by tactics employed by the oily tongued 
strangers who have made their “proposition” 
look giltedged when it was really a gold-brick . 
Imagine, if you can, the prosperous state in 
which this community would now be, if all the 
mo ney tha t had been invested in worthless stock , 
had been put back into this community where 
it was earned and originated. 
A* flush of indignation is the emotion the av­ 
erage 
person 
experiences 
when 
reading 
of 
wholesale swindles. 
But second thought naturally brings the re­ 
flectio n tha t most swindles are due to the greed 
o f the ones swindled, and that they are served 
right when they allow their avarice to over­ 
throw reason. 
W hen the widow is fleeced out of the insur­ 
ance money which would have k ept herself and 
her children from want, the indignation is more 
or less righteous and lasting. Even in such cases 
as these, however, had the widow consulted and 
followed the advice of a reputable bank er or 
other person of sound k nowledge_of business, be­ 
fore investing all she had in blue sk y stuff, it 
probably wouldn’t have happened. 
Most of the wealth comes from the soil and if 
one-third of the profit that our land has pro­ 
duced for its owners had been returned to the 
land in building it up, or had been invested in 
local industries, this spot would be a treasure is­ 
land in a sea of business uncertainty.

Bolivia in the G ran Chaco. 
Of more than half a ton of 
gold in brooches, rings, combs, 
earrings, rosaries, plate and oth­ 
er ornam ents given to the na ­ 
tional treasury for its war chest, 
a large part has come from the 
churches. Many of them turned 
in 
accum ulations dating from 
1870, when they divested them ­

The biggest donor of gold in 
the Chaco war has been the par­ 
ish of Caacupe, seat of a shrine 
which is to Paraguay w hat Lour­ 
des is to the devout of France 
and Europe. Gold and jewels 
given as thank offerings to the 
Virgin of Caacupe, by thousands 
of pious Paraguayan pilgrims 
were estim ated to have passed in 
value a million Paraguayan pe­ 
sos, or about $10,000.
